The seventh annual meeting of the 
Strect Sleepers’ Shelter Socitty was 
held at the Cathedral Hall yesterday. 
Mr, G. Miskin presided, ond Miss 
Ruby Mow Fung,. Hon. Scerctary, 
presented the report and accounts, 
which were adopted. '

$7,000 during the next few weeks 
in order to meet this very necessary 
expenditure without encroaching on 
our ¢xisting fund of around $5,700, 
which Is required to secure current 
expenses and any emergencies which 
may arise,. 

“The comfort which these shelters 
sive to the very poor Is self-evident 
to anyone who has visited them at 
night. Yet all that we offer is a

Since May British do- 


mestie life, like the war, 
has undergone a_ rapid 
change.

It was at this point that the 
Dunkirk episode came to restore 
sanity and hope to the outlools; for 
if all that had gone before:seemed 3 
triumph of the machine this was a

’ {The brillant defences of Calais * 
nnd Boulogne were its prelude; but 
the amazing battles which covered 
the evacuation of Dunkirk ‘were a 
conclusive proof that numbers, en- 
ines and machines could be beaten 
by the cool head and steady heart. 

This morale Js not weakened but 
strengthened by the immediate 
sequel. ‘The Germans. at once fell. ,

First Night Of 
Exercises 


Hongkong's longest and most ex- 
tensive bluck-out, for which 2,500 
olr rald wardens have been mobills- 
ed, began Inst night and will con- 
tinue until sunrise to-morrow,’ when 
normal lighting and sea traMe will 
be resumed, 


Unlike previous black-outs, last 
night's actice was decentralised in 
the se that the wardens in charge 
of the various districts were Ieft to 
thelr diserction to dent with what- 
ever might happen, as if in an ace 
tual raid, and without direction from 
Headquarters, whose only job was 
to plot the affected areas on a large 
map as soon information to this 
effect: wan received. 


Jo-night’s exercise will be on u 
bigger scale with Heudquarters main- 
taining, communication with both the 
nainland and island. 


The exercise automatically began’ 
at sun-set, at which thne all Hyghts, 
including those of vehicles, were to 
have been obscured, and shipping 
traMle, withthe exception of one Star 
ferry, was to have come-to a stand- 
sti. Many houses, particularly In 
Yatimat, Wanchal, the Western dis- 
trict and Happy Valley—notably In 
the vicinity of the AJR.P. Head- 
quarters—tatled to observe the light- 
ing regulation nt first but as the 
evening, progressrd these lights were 
either extinguished or obscured one 
by one and by 7.30 p.m. there was 
little couse for .complaint in this 
respest.

- The: war has pro- 
vided: proof of. the 
superiority of design 
and construction of 
British airplanes. In- 
deed, the proof is so. 
‘eonclusive as to make 
Britain’s pre-war 
_ claims. appear ridicul- 
ously modest. It is in 
numbers only that the 
enemy has the advan- 
tage, and ‘this will 
soon be offset by the 
gigantic effort initi- 
ated at: home and in 
the Empire. 
To appreciate the achic- 
vement of the British air- 
craft industry, it is well to 
note that, owing to Bri- 
tain’s gesture of disarma- 
ment, the Air Force 
ranked fifth among those 
of the nations in 1932. 
The British Government 
hesitated long in ‘the hope 
that an arms race could be 
avoided. Eventually the need 
of expanding the R.A.F. could 


not be denied, and in May

Among. Britain's bombers 
the Wellington is one of the 
most successful heavy types 
ever built. This twin-engined 
midwing monoplane has a 
range with full bomb load of 
3,200 miles, which means that 
it could fly non-stop from 
London to New York and still 
have a substantial mileage in 
reserve, 

The Wellington's gcodetic 
construction so distributes 
stresses that the aircraft can 
withstand a very heavy bat- 
tering and still remain air- 
worthy. The aircraft also 
carries a very heavy defensive 
armament, which — includes 
power-opcrated gun turrets in 
the nose and tails, each equip- 
ped with a. battery of ma- 
chine-guns, 

Next on the bomber ‘list 
come the Hampden and _ the 
Whitley, both twin-engined 
midwing monoplanes. The 
range of cach is about 2,000. 
miles, which would enable 
them to fly non-stop with full 
load from, say, Sydney to 
Perth or from Montreal to 
Vancouver. The Hampden has 
an top speed equal to that of 
the Wellington. The Whit- 
Iey'’s maximum is about 20 
m.p.h, -less. ;
